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Christmas Seals Aid In 
Fight Against Tuberculosis 


Speaker at Lions Club \ 
Traces History of 
Tuberculosis and Seals 

Guest speaker at the regular 
meeting of the Lions Club Mon¬ 
day evening at the Imperial Hotel 
was C. Robert Dickey, General 
Secretary of the Alberta 3|ubercul- 
osjs Association, who spoke in 
support of the annual Christmas 
Seal sale of the Alberta T.B. Assn. 

Mr. Dickey's subject, "The Story 
of Christmas Seals," proved most 
interesting, as he traced the his¬ 
tory of tuberculosis and told his 
listeners how the idea of selling 
special Christmas Seals to aid the 
light {(gainst this disease was first 
formed. 

Tuberculosis is as old as the 
human race. It is known that it 
killed cavemen, it killed Egyptian 
kings and peasants, and it 
has killed and continues to kill 
more human beings than all the 
conquerors of history. 

Although symptoms of the dis¬ 
ease weie recognized as early as 
the 17th century, it was not until 
the 19th century that real progress 
"was-- ma d e in the knowledge Of 
tuberculosis, with the discovery of 
the specific T.B. germ and X-ray, 
and, towards the end of that cen¬ 
tury the gaining of the knowledge 
that fresh air, sunshine and rest 
were of vast importance in the 
fight against' tnp insidious disease. 

An Idea IS Born 

In 1904, in Copenhagen, Den¬ 
mark, a minor employee of the 
post office, Einar Heolbell by 
name, had a thought occur to him 
as he was sorting mail. Suppose all 
the thousands of Christmas mes¬ 
sages in all the post offices, bore 
another stamp, a little one-cent 
stamp extra, and suppose the pro¬ 
ceeds from the sale of these 
extra stamps could be devoted to 
the care of sick children? 

He thought about it, talked 
about it, and his plan eventually 
reached the ears of King Christian 
of Denmark, who gave his support 
to the movement, stipulating that 
the first Christmas stamp should 
bear the likeness of his queen, who 
had died of a sickness that might 
have been tuberculosis. The first 
year $4,000 worth of Christmas 
Stamps was sold. In the next few 
years the sale grew and enough 
money was raised to build several 
hospitals for sick children and the 
sale of stamps became associated 
with the care of tuberculous child¬ 
ren. 

In 1707 the idea reached this 
continent and since then the sale 
of Christmas Seals has grown to 
the extent that last ye^r nearly 
$20,000,000 was raised by this 
means in Canada and the United 
States. 

Winning the Fight 

In 1904 tuberculosis was the 
first cause of death in Canada, kil¬ 
ling 200 persons Of every 100,000 
of population. The Canadian Tub¬ 
erculosis Association was formed 
in that year. Encouraged by the 
pressure of public opinion, financ¬ 
ed by voluntary contributions 
through the Christmas Seal sale 
and with the co-operation from 
the medical profession and govern¬ 
ments, tuberculosis has now been 
reduced from first to seventh cause 
of death, with deaths per hundred 
thousand now 43 instead of 2000. 

Alberta has a tuberculosis Div¬ 
ision and a health program that 
is second to none, which has been 
intrumentnl in Dringing our death 
rate down to third lowest in Can¬ 
ada. We have excelled care * for 
the tuberculosis and we haw laws 
‘ that require tuberculosis to be re¬ 
ported as soon as discovered and 
laws that require persons with in¬ 
fectious diseases to take proper 
treatment in a sanatorium. 

Last year saw another decrease 
in deaths from tuberculosis on this 
continent. Alberta experienced a 
notable reduction—from 37 to 32 
per 100,000 of population. 

Christmas Seals have bought two 
mobile X-ray units, with which the 
department of Health has X-rayed 
about 500,000 Albertans, uncowr¬ 
ing 800 cases of actiw tuberculosis 
and 5.000 cases of old or inactive 
disease. In addition to these find¬ 
ings; 15,000 people in Alberta have 
been Informed of other abnormal 
chest conditions, such as cancer 
or heart disease, which were alto¬ 
gether unsuspected by the patients. 
Literally hundreds of people have 
had their lives saved by these 
warnings. 

Christmas Seals are now financ¬ 
ing a new case-finding program in 
Alberta hospitals, whereby most 
patients enterlhg hospital are 
given a' tuberculin teat-or chest

residing in this district until 1942, 
when they moved to Calgary. 

Survivors are Mr. Herdman; two 
sons, William R. and Benjamin,' 61 
Calgary; one daughter, Margaret, 
in Ottawa; eight grandchildren; 
two sisters Mrs. Albert Cartlidge, 
Big Prairie, Alta., and Mrs. Daniel 
Simms, Calgary; and two brothers, 
Benjamin Herrington, Vulcan, and 
John Herrington, Vancouver. 

Interment was made in the 
Queen's Park cemet ery. Calgary.

At Age of 85 

Word has been received here of 
the passing at Langley Prairie,B.C., 
on October 7 of Mr. Orick Reid. „ 
one of the earliest settlers of the 
Vulcan district and the man whom 
the Reid Hill district is named 
after. 

The late Mr. Reid was born in 
Essex County, Mersea township. He 
received his early education in 
Blytheswood and Oakland schools. 

In 1886 he married Miss Lolrf Jan¬ 
sen of Leamington, Ont. To this 
union was born three children: 

Stanley of Vancouver, B.C.; Austin 
of Gang Ranch, B.C.; one daugh¬ 
ter, Miss Eflie Reid of the school 
staff of Lethbridge, Alberta. Mrs. 

Reid predeceased her husband in 
1923. There is one sister, Mrs. 

Alfred Scratch, New Westminster, 

E.C.; one granddaughter, Mrs. Lola 
Ausgarden, Langley Prairie, B.C., 
and four great grandchildren.

He filed on a 
homestead in the land titles office 
in Lethbridge and homesteaded on 
a farm 35 miles east of Nanton for 
a number of years.

Vulcan Third In Grain Shipping 
During 1947-48 Crop Year 


G rims haw Markets Most 
Grain; Dawson Creek 
2nd Biggest Shipper 

Vulcan has long been known as 
the greatest primary grain, ship¬ 
ping point in the British Empire. 
Based on average shipments over 
a number of years it is still, but 
for the crop year ended August 1 
last it is no longer first or even 
second, but third in the grain ship¬ 
ments. . 

Grain statistics recently releas¬ 
ed by the Sanford Evans Statistic¬ 
al Service show that Grimshaw, 
333 miles north of Edmonton, led 
ail other grain shipping points in 
Canada for the crop year ended 
Aug 1. The runner-up was another 
town situated on the Northern 
Alberta Railway's—Dawson Creek. 
The record shows that Grimshaw 
Shipped 1,530,000 bushels, Dawson 
Creek, 1,369,000 and Vulcan 1,133, 
000 . 

Grimshaw, situated on.the north 
side of the Peace River as market¬ 
ing point for an immense area ex¬ 
tending 200 miles north, receives 
deliveries of grain by truck from 
Fort Vermilion .that once used 
wheat shipments. 

Vulcan, of course, hgd off season 
due to heavy hail damage through 
out its marketing area.' A good 
year sees shipments from this 
point go over the 2,000,000 bushel 
mark.

LIMITED to 2* lb. 

There are only a tew restrictions 
on the entry of Canadian gift 
parcels into the United Kingdom. 
They must contain only bona fide 
unsolicited gifts and must be 
marked as gifts. The contents are 
subject to customs and or purchase 
tax, but for' the present gift food 
Lxtd parcels are admitted without 
customs charge, provided they con¬ 
tain foodstuffs only and no other 
goods. 

Canadian postal regulations limit 
the gross weight to 20 pounds (not 
22 pounds), when parcels are for¬ 
warded by parcel post. 


RED BOBS WHEAT 


Wide publicity has been given 
to the fact that Red' Bobs, on 
account of its protein content, will 
be degraded in the course of two 
or three years. This has proved 
very disappointing to many farm¬ 
ers throughout Southern Alberta 
who have grown it quite constant¬ 
ly over a long period of years and 
apparently were satisfied with it. 

The -fact remains, however, that 
the quality of our wheat crop 
must receive first consideration, as 
the high reputation which Canad¬ 
ian wheat holds on the world's 
markets has been established on 
quality. „The selling of our wheat 
to foreign^oun tries has been quite 
an easy matter for almost a de¬ 
cade. but the situation that pre-’ 
vailed throughout the proceeding 
decade was entirely different.
